quantity of Portland cement m anu­ 
factured in the Cnited States in 1912 
was approxim ately 81,941.998 barrels 
It is believed that this 
e s t i m a t e 
is 
within 1.5 percent of the exact figure. 
This quantify represent an increase 
of 3,41:3,361 barrels over the 78,528.637 
barrels m anufactured in 1911, or 4.3 
percent. The shipm ents of ‘Portland 
cement during 1912 are estimated a t 
84,750,291 barrels, compared with 75,_ 
547,820 barrels in 1911. an increase 
of 9.202,462 Itarrels. or 12.2 percent. 
The production in 1912 was thus held 
in check sufficiently to permit a m a­ 
terial redaction in the stocks of ce­ 
ment at the mills at the close of 1911, 
which amounted to nearly 12,690,000 
barrels. 
The continued increase in the pro­ 
duction of Portland cement is signifi­ 
cant in view of the liuctuations in the 
output of other leading mineral prod­ 
ucts such as coal.iron and copper. The 
curve of production of Portland ce­ 
ment. although not now- rising at so 
rapid a rate at during 1909 and 1910. 
is still pointing upward and has yet 
to take its first dow nw ard drop. 
Practically all mills report having 
to contend with adverse business con­ 
ditions during the first six m onths of 
the year. Prices were lower than the 
average for 1911 during this period, 
and some plants reported the low-est 
prices for which they had ever sold 
cement.
